The Alabama legislature is about to go into a special session. These sessions 
are not new, but we were supposed to eliminate them when we voters 
approved the annual regular sessions of our lawmakers. However, the special 
rules of the called sessions allow the sitting governor to have some control 
over the carrying-on of the lawmakers, and this ain’t all bad. We don’t agree 
with many of the bills they pass and may disagree with some the governor 
wants this year; but we discovered long ago we are much better off in general 
when we learn of the bills that DIDN’T pass into state law! 


Our college-age daughter is currently spending some time working in 
Washington, D.C. ‘‘because her advisor said it was good for her career 
plans’’. We suspect she is using her quest for a degree in journalism to con 
Mother and Daddy into letting her do those things she wants to do anyway. 
Whatever, she is adding insult to the injury in my pocketbook when she gets 
the weekly copy of the paper we sent to the congressman’s office, finds the 
errors and mails it back to the local friends who have suffered the error - 
along with a letter urging them to ‘‘straighten out her daddy’’.

Higher Benefits 


Due Workers 


Injured On Job 


Workers injured on the job after 
July 1 may be eligible for higher 
weekly benefits, according to Bill 
Heatherly, director of the Alabama 
Department of Industrial Relations. 
As required by law, the department 
is adjusting benefits paid as pro- 
vided under the provisions of the 
Alabama Workmen's Compensation 
Law for lost wages due to work- 
related accidents which are paid by 
the employer. 

Heatherly said the maximum 
weekly benefit will go from $290 to 
$303. The minimum compensation 
payable will be raised from $80 to 
$83 per week. The increase does not 
apply to injuries occurring prior to 
July 1, he emphasized. 

According to Alabama law, the 
amount of benefits paid under the 
State Workmen's Compensation 
Program is linked with the state's 
average weekly wage. When the 
department determined that wages 
have increased, benefits are 
adjusted also. The state's average 
weeky wage for calendar year 1984 
was determined to be $302.93.

Thank you for considering a 
dialysis center to be located in Coffee 
County.

I am writing to you on behalf of 
myself and nine other Coffee 
Countians. We are all previous 
patients of Community Dialysis 
Center and are writing in reference 
to the decision of which center - CDC 
or DCI - should be allowed_to locate 
in Enterprise. You say ‘‘politics’’ 
are inyolyed, and you do not want 
them to affect your decision. Yet you 
ask careful consideration of CDC 
since they are willing to rent a 
building belonging to the county. 

Are you concerned only with the 
profit you will receive or the welfare 
of the patients of the county which 
you represent? These patients are 
some of the reasons you have your 
present position. They are the 
people whom you should put first, 
not a company who has nothing to do 
with your county’s welfare. Not one 
of us would return to CDC as Jong as 
we can receive treatment otherwise.

BAGWORMS 

Remember the shrubs that had 
bagworms on them last year. If you 
will look close you will probably find 
very small bagworms on these 
shrubs now, The favorite host of bag- 
worms are Junipers, Cedars, 
Arizona Cypress, and Arbor Vitae. 
Occasionally, bagworms will get on 
Hardwood trees. A couple of years 
ago, I found bagworms on the Oak 
trees at Enterprise Shopping 
Center in Enterprise, Alabama. 

To control bagworms with 
chemicals you must put the spray on 
whee the caterpillars are small. The 
recommended insecticide are 
Orthene, Dipel, Cigon and 
Malathon. 

BUGGY PEAS 

There are a lot of reports of our 
peas being buggy this year including 
my own. This bug is known as a 
Cowpea Curculio. This is a very 
small black weevil like insect that 
punctures the side of the pea hull 
and causes a spot on the pea itself. 
Control of this insect is very difficult. 


Insecticides should be applied at 
blooming making 3 to 4 applications 
at 4 to 5S day intervals. The 
recommended insecticides are 
Pydrin, Sevin, Methozychlor, and 
Methylparathion. Precaution should 
be used in applying these insecti- 
cides. Pydrin must be used 21 days 
before harvest, Methoxychlor, 3 
days before harvest, and Methyl- 
parathion, 10 days before harvest. 
Sevin has no minimum days before 
harvest. Please observe these 
restrictions when using these insecti- 
cides on peas 
TOMATO SETTING FRUIT 

With the type of weather that 
we've been having the last two 
weeks, we will probably have trouble 
with our tomatoe setting fruit. There 
are several reasons for poor fruit set 
on tomatoes, including too much 
Nitrogtn fertilizer, night 
temperatures warmer than 72 de 
grees, irregular watering and insects 
such as thrips.

NITRATE POISONING 

With the recent dry weather, 
some Coastal Bermuda grass day 
and other hays may have what is 
called nitrate poisoning. Nitrate 
poisoning in cattle is caused by cattle 
eating hay which contains high levels 
of nitrate nitrogen 

Nitrate poisoning occurs during 
periods of low soil moisture and high 
temperature or low humidity, For 
example, hay cut during or just after 
a drought period is always suspect. 
his is particularly true in cases 
where applications of nitrogen were 
mede forage crops but little growth 
was made prior to harvest because of 
lack of moisture 

Remember, it is important to 
know that nitrates break down very 
little in the hay drying process, and 
consequently may cause toxicity 
months after harvest. Watch for 
nitrate poisoning on sorghum, 
sorghum-sudan hybrids, pear! millet 
and Coastal Bermuda grass. 

If you think you have some hay 
which may have excessive amounts 
of nitrogen, get in touch with our 
office, and we can advise you on 
sending a sample in.

Herbs can provide creative, 
tasteful alternatives to salt flavoring 
foods. Through the skillful use of 
herbs and spices, imaginative flavors 
can be created and simple foods 
made into gourmet delights 

Herbs and spices differ only in 
that herbs tend to be plants grown 
in temperate areas while spices grow 
in tropical regions. Many people 
prefer to grow their own herbs to 
have a fresh supply throughout the 
growing season, thereby assuring 
top quality. 

Fresh herbs are less concen- 
trated, and two to three times as 
much, should be used if a recipe calls 
for dried herbs. 

There are no strict limits to the 
use of herbs. A good general rule is 
not to mix two very strong herbs 
together. Rather, one strong and one 
or more milder flavors create the 
most harmonious blends. 

Here's a recipe for spicy salt- 
less seasoning: 1 teaspoon each of 
cloves, pepper and coriander seed, 
(crushed), 2 teaspoon rosemary. Mix 
ingredients in a blender. Store in an 
airtight container.

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Medicaid Recipients Required 
To Pay Co-Payments 


Beginning July 1, 1985, most 
Medicaid recipients will be required 
to pay copayments for several 
Medicaid services. Currently, 
recipient copayments are required 
only on prescription drugs. Drug 
copayments range from 50 cents to 
$3, depending on the cost of the 
prescription. 

Copayments are being expanded 
to other services in order to better 
control recipient utilization of the 
program. Medicaid providers

Social Security Also Benefits 


Younger People 


It's true that Social Security 
provides monthly benefits and 
Medicare protection for most older 
Americans. But it also has much to 
offer younger people. Since 1985 is 
the International Year of Youth, it is 
particulary appropriate to take a 
closer look at the program. 

Social Security pays benefits to 
about 3.4 millions sons and 
daughters of insured workers. Pay 
ments are made when a parent dies 
or receives disability or retirement 
checks after having worked long 
enough under Social Security. The 
worker's unmarried children under 
18 (19 if in high school full time) or 
who have been severly disabled 
since before age 22 are eligible for 
benefits. 

When young people start 
working, they earn work credits so 
that some day benefits can be paid 
on their Social Security record, Since 
most jobs are covered by Social 
Security today, any and all credits 
earned count toward future benefits 
In the case of a young worker, as 
little as 14 years of work credits are 
required to be insured 

Benefits are payable when a 
worker becomes disabled and cannot 
do any substantial gainful work for at 
least a year. A worker's dependent’s 
can get benefits when the worker 
dies or receives disability checks 
Social Security only partially 
replaces earnings that are lost or 
reduced due to death, disability, or 
retirement, Therefore, workers 
should begin early to build additional 
protection through Savings 
insurance, pensions, IRA’s, or other 
methods 

If you wish more information
